THE  Nobel  Peace  Prize  Is  not  being 
awarded  this  year.  Last  year  it  went 
to  the  Quakers,  for  their  efforts  to 
relieve  distress  among  displaced  persons  in 
Europe.  This  does  not,  superficially,  seem 
the  kind  of  a time  when  peace  is  making 
much  progress  anywhere.  Rampant  na- 
tionalism is  still  holding  to  its  shotted 
forts.  Human  suspicion,  ill  will  and  greed 
arc  playing  the  roles  they  always  have 
played  in  human  society,  only  this  time 
more  boldly  and  with  the  power  of  nations 
behind  them.  Yet.  like  thirst  in  the  desert, 
mankind  craves  peace  as  a parched  man 
leeks  water. 

It  is  as  idle  to  blame  Russia  alone  as  it 
is  to  dismiss  unheard  the  claim  that  she 
has  sabotaged  the  world’s  rest.  It  takes 
two  sides  to  agree,  and  the  mere  existence 
of  an  East  and  a West  has  established  that 
Nevertheless,  it  is  difficult  to  forego  the 
conclusion  that  the  u'tll  to  agree  has  not 
been  evident  on  the  Russian  side.  What 
other  meaning  has  the  senseless  blockade 
of  Berlin,  while  millions  are  brought  to- 


wards the  verge  of  starvation?  What  can 
be  said  of  the  Communist  aggression  in  the 
Far  East,  the  sapping  of  Western  parlia- 
ments throughout  Europe,  and  the  fresh 
emergence  of  the  Cominform?  If  these 
speak  of  intent,  the  Intention  certainly  is 
not  pacific. 

Yet  even  in  these  hard  times  there  were 
places  for  a peace  prize  in  the  year  1948. 
If  example  mean^anything.  the  4,000-raile 
border  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States  should  have  been  worth  a second 
glance.  Not  a shot  was  fired  over  it.  Not 
a bitter  look,  nor  an  envious  word  crossed 
it  in  either  direction.  Tens  of  thousands 
of  people  moved  freely  to  and  fro  between 
the  two  countries,  with  nothing  more 
alarming  in  their  hearts  than  a vacation 
or  a short  business  trip.  The  armed  serv- 
ices of  either  country  doubled  out  to  the 
aid  of  the  other  in  cases  of  civilian  dis- 
aster or  distress.  ‘ Peace’’  was  not  men- 
tioned, because  for  more  than  a century  it 
has  been  enjoyed.  Likewise  there  was 
Switzerland,  free  among  its  eternal  Alps.

THE  statement  of  the  National  Employ-  ther 
ment  Service  that  the  greatest  per-  und 


1 ment  Service  that  the  greatest  per- 
centage of  British  Columbia's  22,000 
unemployed  persons  is  made  up  of  tnen  45 
years  of  age  and  oyer  again  focuses  atten- 
tion on  the  problem  that  is  causing  concern 
all  over  the  North  American  continent. 
Apart  altogether  from  humanitarian  con- 
siderations, it  is  economically  absurd  to 
regard  every  man  over  45  who  is  thrown 
onto  the  labor  market  as  unfit  for  further 
employment. 

Yet  that  is  the  tendency  everywhere;  and 
unless  a solution  to  the  problem  is  found, 
increasing  numbers  of  men  will  become 
public  charges  twenty-five  years  before 
they  reach  pensionable  age.  Governmental 
appeals  to  employers  to  give  jobs  to  older 
men  carry  little  weight  when  governments 
close  their  own  doors  to  those  in  middle 
age.  The  British  Columbia  Legislature  set 
an  example  when  it  passed  an  act  denying 
employment  to  men  over  45  and  women 
over  40.  Vancouver  City  went  even  far-

Almost  all  the  arguments  commonly 
used  against  hiring  older  men  have  been 
refuted ‘by  the  findings  or  surveys.  The 
Chicago  Employers'  Association,  for  ex- 
ample. has  concluded  after  exhaustive 
study  that  employees  in  the  older  groups 
are  more  loyal,  conscientious  and  stable; 
that  absenteeism  decreases  as  workers  get 
older;  that 'older  workers  actually  learn 
new  techniques  and  processes  faster  if 
they  have  had  relevant  experience  in  other 
jobs,  and  that  they  are  less  subject  to 
accidents.  This  association  admonishes  its 
members  that  they  are  passing  up  a good 
thing  in  their  reluctance  to  engage  men 
over  45. 

Paradoxically,  Canadian  pensions  laws 
regard  a man  as  fit  to  work  until  he  reaches 
70.  It  might  be  argued  to  some  effect  that 
if  his  earning  capacity  is  to  be,  arbitrarily 
ended  at  45  _ or  less,  he  should  become 
eligible  for  a pension  then  and  not  a quar- 
ter of  a century  later.

Sir,— As  a regular  subscriber  to  the  Colonist. 
I trust  you  will  allow  me  the  privilege  of  a brief 
reply  to  Capt.  T W Taylor,  whoee  letter  appears 
In  your  Issue  of  Wednesday,  Nov.  10. 

I am  not  a newly- arrived  Immigrant.  I have 
been  a resident  and  cltisen  of  Canada  for  55 
yean.  My  parenU,  and  ! with  them,  came  to 
Alberta  from  England  In  1894,  and  I have  never 
regretted  the  move,  in  common,  however,  with 
thousands,  both  before  and  after  that  date, 
the  England  from  which  my  parents  fled  In  the 
hope  of  finding  a better  Kving— a hope  which 
Canada  has  realised  for  us— was  that  “once  free’’ 
England  whose  supposed  passing  Captain  Taylor 
laments.  My  father's  employer.  In  pie  exercise 
of  “the  G<rtl -given  right  to  stand  on  his  own  feet,* 
threw  my  father  out  on  the  street  after  24  years 
service  because  he  was  “too  old.”  Those  are  the 
men  who  have  made  “social  security-  desirable 
In  the  new  of  a large  majority  In  Britain. 


I have  Just  returned  after  six  months  in  Eng- 
land. in  the  course  of  which  I visited  17  of  the 
larger  towns  and  cities  from  Carlisle  to  the 
Channel  and  from  Dorset  to  Dover.  I have  mixed 
and  talked  with  all  classes  of  people.  It  has  been 
my  experience  to  stay  In  country  houses  for  the 
first  time  In  my  life  with  upper  middle-class  or,  In 
some  Instances,  wealthy  hosts;  the  sort  who.

Some  of  these — not  all,  by  any  means — were 
grumbling  In  Captain  Taylor's  vein.

WHAT'S  In  a name,  says  you? 

Well,  look  at  Alois  Hitler  He  is 
Adolph's  half  - brother.  I say  is 
because  the  unlamented  Fuehrer,  re- 
member, is  merely  presumed  dead, 
although  personally  I don't  think  he’s 
going  to  walk  the  European  stage 
again. 

But  about  Alois.  He's  changed  his 
cognomen.  That’s  not  surprising,  I 
suppose,  and  perhaps  the  wonder  is 
he  didn't  do  so  long  ago. 

He  did  It  rather  neatly,  too.  He 
merely  altered  one  little  letter,  turn- 
ing a t into  an  1,  and  transforming  It, 
presto,  into  Hiller.  Cute.  Isn't  It?  And 
effective.  Somehow  when  you  say 
Hiller  It  does  not  sound  at  all  like 
Hitter. 

Alofs,  of  course,  has  good  reason  to 
seek  a less  notorious  surname,  al- 
though It  has  to  be  said  that  if  every- 
one changed  his  name  because  some 
sinister  Individual  brought  it  Into  dis- 
repute registration  offices  might  run 
out  of  forms.  At  least  one  Taylor,  for 
example,  if  I may  be  pardoned  a 
stray  excursion  into  history,  has  been 
hung. 

He  wasn't  a relative  and  he  lived 
long,  long  ago,  fortunately.  Alois  could 
scarcely  adopt  such  a detached  atti- 
tude of  mind,  however. 

NOT  ADOLPH'S  FAULT 
I'm  surprised  a bit  that  he  didn't 
go  back  to  the  original  name  of  his 
family,  Bchickelgrubcr.  although  here, 
too,  the  reason  is  not  far  to  seek,  and 
frankly  the  fault  is  not  Adolph  s. 

Just  because  Schlckelgruber-  sounds 
a bit  unusual,  and  perhaps  Tunny,  to 
Western  tongues  It  became  a habit  to 
throw  It  at  Adolph  Hitler  when  he  was 
doing  his  best  to  push  us  around.  Any- 
thing that  sounded  like  an  insplt  was 
manna  to  the  mouth  In  those  days, 
and  the  idea  seemed  to  be  that  If  you 
• called  Adolph  by  the  name  of  Schlck- 
elgruber you  were  showing  him  up  in 
his  true  colors. 

Actually  Lhat  was  a bit  tough  on 
Adolph's  pater,  and  if  in  his  grave  he 
heard  about  It  he  must  have  been 
upset,  for  he  was  a comparatively  In- 
nocent bloke.  A bit  pompous  and  offi- 
cial, being  a small  man  holding  a 
minor  post,  but  that's  all.  He  wasn't 
responsible  for  the  errantry  of  his  son. 

And.  you  know.  Hitler  s name  never 
was  Schlckelgruber.  He  was  legally 
christened  Adolph  Hitler,  because  that 
was  his  father's  name  when  he  was 
born.  It  was  the  old  man  himself  who 
had  changed  the  family  name  from 
Schlckelgruber  to  Hitler  before  Adolph 
came  on  the  scene,  and  all  legal  and 
above  board,  too. 

FOOLING  OURSELVES 

We  were  only  fooling  ourselves,  then, 
when  we  labeled  Adolph  with  a name 
that  wasn't  his. 

We  did  much  the  same  when  we 
taunted  him  with  being  a corporal. 

I never  did  like  that  reference,  even 
when  Mr.  Churchill,  used  It.  There's 
nothing  wrong  with  being  a corporal; 
In  fact  the  chances  are  that  when 
Hitler  was  a corporal  he  was  a much 
better  man  than  when  he  was  a 
Fuehrer. 

Anyway,  I don't  know  how  military 
forces  would  get  jUong  without  corpo- 
rals, Western  armies  Included,  and  it 
was  a bcllttlcment  of  their  virtues  to 
turn  the  word  Into  a scornful  epithet. 

Prejudice  really  got  the  better  of  us 
in  those  days.  Another  favorite  sar- 
casm was  to  refer  to  him  as  a house 
painter,  which  was  a libel  on  a lot  of 
decent  tradesmen.  Hitler  was  a 
painter,  'tls  true,  but  primarily  of  can- 
vasses and  not  of  walls.  He  wasn  t 
much  good  at  the  art,  more  s the  pity. 
If  he  had  been  he  might  not  have 
sought  Die  particular  kind  of  lime- 
light he  did. 

NOT  THE  BROTHERLY  TYPE 

He  wasn't  exactly  a dud,  you  know. 
He  was  a rtscal  of  the  worst  kind,  but 
by  no  means  a fool.  If  we  believe  he 
was  we  re  not  paying  our  own  war  ef- 
fort much  of  a compliment.  The  more 
you  read  of  postwar  revelations,  in 
fact,  the  more  inclined  you  are  to  ap- 
preciate the  mastery  Hitler  assumed 
over  the  Oerman  nation,  including  all 
the  best  brains  of  science,  soldiery  and 
state.  It  Is  fairly  evident  he  was  the 
top  man  and  that  no  one  could  stand 
for  long  against  him. 

So  he  must  have  had  something, 
don’t  you  think? 

He  had  enough  at  any  rate  to  make 
his  name  ring  down  the  corridor*  of 
history  with  a baleful  tinkle,  and  no 
nonentity  can  ever  be  a great  villain. 

Quite  obviously  Alois  feels  that  the 
name  old  Schlckelgruber  chose  has 
outlived  Its  attraction,  and  who  can 
blame  him.  It  never  brought  him  any 
fortune,  although  that  Is  perhaps 
Just  as  well  for  he  might  not  then 
have  been  free  to  change  a t Into  an  L 
He  used  to  run  a restaurant  in  Ber- 
lin, says  a news  Item;  now  he's  living 
quietly  in  Hamburg.  Maybe  as  Mr.

DESPITE  persistent  demands  for 
revision  of  liquor  legislation  In 
British  Columbia,  the  political  Cas- 
sandras  are  doubtful  that  the  Govern- 
ment will  act  at  the  next  session.  At 
moat  they  admit  the  possibility  that 
the  issue  might  be  put  to  the  electors 
In  a referendum. 

It  Is  acknowledged  by  most  dally 
newspapers,  some  prominent  church 
leaders,  and  perhaps  the  majority  of 
thoughtful  private  citizens,  that  there 
Is  need  for  a more  enlightened  liquor 
code— at  least  In  principle. 

Coalition  connoisseur*  of  the  ballot 
box.  however, 'distastefully  view  the 
whole  Issue  as  a morass  Into  which 
only  the  hardiest  politicians  may  ven- 
ture and  still  fewer  traverse  with 
safety.  C.C.F.  support— In  principle— 
Is  regarded  as  a snare  to  trap  the 
Government  Into  a position  where 
Opposition  snipers  might  wreak  havoc 
Merely  mention  the  word  liquor  and 
a nightmarish  shudder  passes  over  the 
frame  of  the  Coalition  oracle.  A cold 
chill  runs  down  his  spine  as*  he  cries 
out: 

'What!  In  an  election  year?" 

Party  stalwarts  responsible  for  de- 
livering the  votes  explain  It  this  way: 
It  s all  very  well  to  alt  on  the  side- 
lines and  speak  In  favor  of  enlight- 
ened legislation,"  for  who  Is  not  In 
favor  of  enlightenment?  Bur  the  new 
law— ah,  there’s  the  rub. 

When  ‘'enlightenment''  comes  down 
to  laws  and  cases,  they  say.  nobody 
will  be  happy. 

The  extreme  temperance  organiza- 
tions, half  tpe  religious  groups  and 
one  out  of  every  two  teetotallers  might 
turn  their  faces  against  the  Coalition 
and  stay  home  In  droves  at  election 


time.  No  C.C.F  -er  would  change  his 
vtHe  over  liquor  or  any  other  Issue. 
The  already  haky  Coalition  woulj  be 
rent  with  dissension  In  the  caucus 

Making  a formula  for  granting  new 
licences  would  be  a nightmare  Grant- 
ing them  on  a restricted  basis  to 
hotels,  night  clubs  and  restaurants 
would  bring  a hue  and  cry  about  dis- 
crimination and  favoritism.  Granting 
them  without  careful  discrimination 
would  bring  the  charge  that  the  Gov- 
ernment was  turning  every  ham- 
burger stand  Into  a saloon. 

With  a touch  of  sadness  the  Coali- 
tion winmen  point  out  they,  too. 
would  like  to  see  better  liquor  laws 
But  please,  not  Just  now.  It  would  be 
a period  of  great  travail  for  the  Gov- 
ernment and  would  bring  little  re- 
ward in  the  way  of  what  Is  wanted 
most  just  now— votes. 

The  suggestion  to  throw  the  whole 
thing  in  the  lap  of  the  public  through 
a referendum  is  met  with  a similar 
lack  of  enthusiasm.  For  this  would, 
willy-nilly.  Introduce  Into  the  cam- 
paign one  of  the  hottest  possible  po- 
litical Issues.  Inevitably  Coalition 
candidates  would  be  asked  where  they 
stand 

For  the  moment  the  3 per  cent  sales 
tax  is  regarded  as  hot  enough.

On  his  front  page  Amor  De  Cosmo* 
printed  an  answer  which  made  it 
quite  clear  that  the  material  would 
never  be  suited  to  the  needs  bf  any 
publication,  even  the  “Ditch -Diggers' 
and  Drainpipe -layer*'  Oaaette." 

"'A  little  nonsense  now  and  then 
Is  relished  by  the  wisest  men.*  but  too 
much  of  the  article  will  nauseate  even 
newspaper  men.  Yesterday  we  re- 
ceived a communication  enclosing  a 
batch  of  what  the  author  calls  poetry, 
but  what  we  have  no  hesitation— with 


all  due  respect  for  the  authors  feel- 
ings—In  terming  'sublime  trash.'  Here 
Is  a sample  of  the  sturf: 

And  I have  commenced  boarding 
this  morning  the  12th  Instant 
in  the  British  American  hotel 
were  I may  atop  for  a few  day* 

And  having  there  picked  up  there 
hla  Excellency,  Mesrs.  Editor* 
of  the  Daily  British  Colonist

It  would  no  doubt  be  too  simple  to 
suppose  that  this  was  merely  one  more 
blundering,  if  well-meant,  attempt  to 
set  up  baseball  on  English  cricket 
fields.  It  follows  that  the  cap  must 
be  regarded  as  both  the  emblem  and 
the  agent  of  some  darker  purpose.  The 
Marshall  plan  for  European  recovery 
Is  not  without  Its  opponents  in  Amer- 
ica. and  the  evidence  suggests  that 
among  them  are  desperate  souls  who 
reason,  logically  enough,  that  the  more 
tins  of  American  dried  eggs  are  found 
to  contain  old  American  hats  the 
deeper  will  be  the  distrust  of  American 
good  faith. 

Fortunately  there  are  no  signs  as

Upon  arriving,  they  were  assigned 
to  ihe  Jewish  airfield  at  Aqutr.

Maintains  Studio  to  Further 
Original  Canadian  Handicraft

A pioneer  Isn't  always  a person 
with  a strong  back  and  a sharp' 
axe  Sometime*  It  I*  a small,  decep- 
tively gentle-looking  person  with 
dynamic  energy  mid  idea*.  That  I* 
the  way  It  I*  with  Mr*.  Kate  Mather, 
who  is  one  of  the  few  who  are  bend- 
ing #all  their  energies  furthering 
original  Canadian  art*  and  design 
Blue-eyed  and  youthful  locking 
In  spite  of  silvering  hair.  Mrs 
Mather  ho*  a small  studio  on 
Broughton  8treet.  There  she  ex- 
hibit* a great  number  of  type*  of 
Canadian  handicraft*  from  beaten 
copper  and  pewter  work  to  original 
Emily  Carr  pottery  and  Indian 
beadwork. 

"My  Idea."  Kate  Mather  explained. 
•*ls  to  have  this  handicraft  studio 
to  work  out  Ideas  to  further  good 
Canadian  design.  We  have  a wealth 
of  material  we  don't  utilize- -for 
example,  our  goldmine  ot  Indian 
lore  and  legend!  " 

"I  don't  want  to  teach  In  an  or- 
ganlxed,  red-tape  kind  of  way!" 

Mrs.  Mather  ha*  hud  enough  or- 
ganized work.  For  the  past,  20 
years  she  w-.u.  occupational  thera- 
pist In  the  psychopathic  ward  of  the 
Winnipeg  Oeneral  Hospital. 

She  Is  not,  however,  an  Easterner 

FRIEND  OF  FMIt.Y  CARR 
Kate,  as  she  is  known  by  her 
friends.  wn»  tta&  daughter  or  Dr. 
C.  R 8tovel,  the  rirst  dentist  in  the 
Northwest  Territories,  who  began 
his  practice  In  Prince  Albert  < now  In 
Saskatchewan  i In  1B90.  She  was 
born  In  Prince  Albert- 
Later  the  family  moved  to  Win- 
nipeg. From  there  Kate  spent  a 
year  abroad  before  finishing  her 
•duration  In  New  York's  School  of 
Applied  Design  Marriage  followed, 
but  her  husband  wax  killed  In  the 
First  Oreat  War  fighting  with  the 
■th  Battalion,  fn  1920  she  came  to 
Victoria,  returning  to  Winnipeg  in 
1928  and  the  work  of  a therapist 
She  has  a son  who  lx  teaching  at 
Pickering.  Ontario,  and  four  grand- 


children. But  she  doesn't  look  like 
a woman  who  Is  four  times  a 
grandmother. 

It  was  in  the  “twenties"  that  Kate 
met  Emily  Carr— In  fact  she  lived 
with  her  In  the  boarding  house  made 
famous  in  “The  House  of  All  Sorts." 

TO  WRITE  BOOK 

“Sometime,"  aay*  (fate  with  a 
gleam  In  her  eye.  "I'm  going  to  writ* 
a book  on  'MUMe/  I have  a collec- 
tion of  her  letters  and  enough  pic- 
tures and  stories  to  do  the  Job  But 
I won't  do  It  unless  the  publishers 
agree  not  to  do  any  expurgating. 
There  are  many  tales  about  Emily 
that  have  not  been  told — yet!" 

Mrs.  Mather  lias  five  o!  Miss 
Carr's  paintings  and  an  enormous 
collection  of  her  ceramics,  most  of 
them  with  the  “Klee  Wyck"  sign  on 
the  bottom.  They  range  from  large, 
vividly  colored  Jugs  to  flat,  modern- 
ist lc  fish  as  small  a*  one's  thumb 
and  were  all  made  from  local  clay. 
Collectors  might  a*  well  resign 
themselves-  Mrs.  Mather  thinks  the 
object*  should  be  in  a museum  and 
she  won’t  sell. 

In  line  with  her  Canadian  design 
ambitions,  many  of  Mfs.  Mather's 
piece*  are  worked  In  Indian  sym- 
bol* This  year  she  is  "glorifying" 
the  killer  whale.  She  has  made 
killer  whale  rugs,  shopping  bags, 
Christina*  cards,  bracelets,  gloves, 
aprons  and  even  made  a killer  whale 
block  for  a textile  design. 

Kate  does  her  own  spinning.  She 
also  washes  her  own  wool,  card*  It, 
and  dyes  It.  Hardly  an  amateur, 
she  won  first  prize  in  the  New  Zea- 
land Centennial  Exhibition  for  spin- 
ning and  weaving.  Unfortunately 
the  Ss.  Niagara,  carrying  her  exhi- 
bits home,  was  sunk  In  1940. 

Her  delightful  studio-home  looks 
like  a cross  between  a museum  and 
an  art  gallery.  The  entire  wall  of 
one  room  1*  covered  with  ornate 
native  beadwork  collected  by  Dr 
8tovel  In  the  North.  The  living- 
room  Is  filled  with  orderly  exhibits 
of  hand- woven  rugs,  beaten  Jewel- 


lery. door  knockers,  spinning  wheels, 
porcupine  baskets,  cards  and  a large 
number  of  her  designs.  The  next 
roopi  is  the  gallery,  covered  with 
the  paintings  of  many  Canadian 
artists.  The  kitchen  Is  also  the 
work-room  and  is  well-stocked  with 
paints,  brushes,  design  blocks  und 
rough  yam. 

Mrs.  Mather  also  makes  pottery.  \ 
but  Insists  it  is  not  worthy  of  men- 
tion. As  an  afterthought  she  said 
site  had  done  the  mural  decorations 
for  the  Prince  Arthur  Hotel  In  Port 
Arthur,  Ontario. 

It  Is  well  to  issue  a warning.  Any- 
one who  visits  Kate  Mather's  studio

These  radiation  waves,  several  thousand 
times  longer  than  those  of  visible  light 
and  several -fold  longer  than  the  longest 
Infrared  "heat  light"  waves,  are  absorbed 
and  reflected  by  the  atoms. making  up 
molecules. 

The  work  is  being  carried  out  by  Dr. 
Walter  Gordy  and  his  assistants  at  Duke 
University  and  by  Dr  Hertha  8pooner, 
German -born  woman  physicist.

SAN  PEDRO.  Cal.  *UP).—  The  sardines 
are  back,  but  so  arc  the  seals.  San 
Pedro  fishermen  cruising  at  night 
after  schools  of  the  silver  fish  often  lose 
catch  after  catch  to  the  destructive  seals. 

Working  out  of  Los  Angeles  harbor, 
about  200  seiners  are  making  tremendous 
hauls  but  often  work  all  night,  time  after 
time  having  to  open  their  purse  seine  nets 
while  a school  dives  for  the  bottom  when 
thrashing  seals  frighten  them,

ILL  Luah  was  one  of  the  town'*  char- 
acter* buck  In  the  sixties.  An  Irish- 
man. ha  was  stubborn,  of  quick 
mind,  argumentative,  just  about  agin 
everything  and  he  dearly  loved  a flghi 
He  had  lots  of  faults,  it  would  seem,  and 
the  great  virtue  of  Irish  charm  and  hi* 
spontaneous  wit  was  worth  listening  to 
and  probubly  got  him  out  of  many  s 
scrape  In  the  end  he  was  so  defiant  he 
cheated  the  law  In  spectacular  fashion. 

He  waa  a hotelman.  In  the  days  when 
hosteling  was  a rough  and  tumble  game, 
tor  Victoria  in  that  period  was  not  all  gen- 
teel and  people  in  tile  hotel  business  had 
to  be  rugged  Victoria  was  full  of  miners 
who  Had  come  from  the  Cariboo,  and  at 
tl>e  time  there  was  a gold  strike  at  Leech- 
town  and  the  men  came  In  at  the  week- 
ends from  Sooke  to  have  themselves  s 
time. 

First  mention  of  Mr.  Luah  In  ^h«  Colo- 
nist was  In  the  issue  of  February  12,  1803 
‘ On  the  11th  instant,  by  Rev.  Matthew,  of 
the  Congregational  Church.  Fort  Street, 
Mr  William  Lush  to  Mrs  Henrietta  Immel. 
both  of  this  city  " 

Mrs.  Immel  was  a hotel  person,  too.  and 
evidently  a prosiwrous  one.  8he  operated 
■ big  establishment  called  the  Metropoli- 
tan Lodging  House  Her  dally  newspaper 
advertisement  of  the  day  said:  "Metro- 
politan Lodging  House.  Yates  Street,  oppo- 
site Wells.  Fargo  ii  Company.  Mr*.  Immel 
having  recently  enlarged  and  fitted  up 
and  furnished  In  first  rate  style  the  above 
lodging  house  Is  now  prepared  to  accom- 
modate 100  persons  Ladles'  and  gentle- 
men's parlors  Rooms  per  week.  Trom  $2 
t.n  $7  Lodging  per  night  from  50  cents  to 
II  Fum Hies  accommodated  In  the  best 

style  " 

FOOD  WAS  CHKAP  * 

The  Metropolitan  didn't  serve  meals, 
but  t here  were  a number  of  good  restau- 
rants about  and  Mrs.  Immel  a lodgers 
rould  take  their  choice.  For  instance,  they 
could  go  along  Government  Street  to  Cor- 
morant to  the  London  Coffee  House  and 
Luncheon  Bar.  which  advertised:  “Break- 
fast. with  plate  of  meat.  25  cents;  dinner, 
from  12  o’clock.  37 % cents;  eup  of  coffee, 
tea  or  chocolate,  with  bun.  rake  or  roll 
and  butter,  12%  cents;  board  per  week, 
14:  board  and  lodging  per  week.  $5.'" 

Ftom  this  it  can  be  seen  the  Metropoli- 
tan was  a pretty  fancy  place,  when  It 
could  charge  the  high  pree  of  *7  a Week 
for  lodging  alone. 

Mr  Lush  and  Mrs  Immel.  having  much 
In  common,  kept  company  for  sometime 
and  then  they  were  married  and  made 
plans  for  a hotel  of  their  own.  Just  a few 
months  before  the  marriage,  however, 
Mrs.  Immel  Intended  to  expand  on  her 
own.  for  The  Colonist  of  December  22. 
1862.  had  this  note;  "Large  hotel  — Mrs. 
Immel.  of  the  Metropolitan  Lodging 
House  has  purchased  Mr  Copland's  brick 
house  and  adjacent  lot  on  Langley  8treet 
and  will  shortly  erect  thereon  a four-story 
brick  hotel— which  will  be  altogether  the 
largest  building  of  any  kind  in  the  colony  ” 

This  plan  fell  through  when  Mrs,  Immel 
decided  to  marry  Mr.  Lush.  Together  they 
planned  a suburban  hotel — away  from  the 
hectic  life  of  the  business  part  of  the  city. 
Their  eyes  fell  on  property  adjoining 
Beacon  Hill  Park,  not  far  from  the  sea  It 
belonged  to  Richard  Carr.  According  to 
the  reminiscences  of  his  gifted  daughter. 
Emily.  Mr.  Carr  was  in  straightened  finan- 
cial circumstances  at  the  time  and  no  was 
persuaded  to  sell  to  Mrs.  Lush  who,  ac- 
cording to  Emily,  said  she  wouldn't  put  up 
a public  house  but.  as  soon  as  the  deeds 
were  signed,  that  is  Just  what  she  did. 

THE  PARK  HOTEL 

There  was  a bang-up  party  when  the 
Lush's  Park  Hotel  was  opened.  Mr  Carr 
was  so  shocked  at  the  whole  situation  that 
he  put  up  a high  fence  so  his  children 
wouldn't  see  the  public  house.  The  parly 
must  have  been  quite  an  affair,  Judging  by

from  the  host  and  hostess  Success  to  the 
establishment  was  pledged  In  bumpers  of 
champagne,  and  If  good  wishes  can  con- 
tribute to  the  welfare  of  an  undertaking, 
the  Park  Hotel  Is  now  on  the  high  road  to 
Tortune.

Rl  RAI.  BUT  NOISY 
Certainly  the  Park  Hotel  had  a pictur- 


esque location.  It  was  fax  enough  from 
the  town  to  be  quiet,  and  it  was  rural,  and 
IU  guests  could  walk  through  the  woods 
and  by  the  sen  But  It.  still  didn't  please 
the  Carr  family.  Emily  Carr.  In  her  “The 
Book  of  Small"  i quotations  here  courtesy 
of  Oxford  University  Pre*.  Amen  House 
Toronto i.  railed  It  “one  of  the  horridest 
saloons  in  Victoria.”  This  clever  Victoria 
woman  wrote  “It  was  Just  a nice  drive 
from  Esquimau  — and  hacks  filled  with 
tipsy  sailors  and  noisy  ladies  drove  past 
our  house  going  to  the  Park  Hotel  In  the 
daytime  and  at  night.  It  hurt  father  right 
up  till  he  was  70.  when  he  died  " 

Mr.  Lu*h  and  hi*  Park  Hotel  were  con- 
stantly In  the  newspapers,  for  one  reason 
or  another.  In  December,  of  1868.  Mr 
Lush  hauled  into  police  court  the  pro- 
prietor of  an  uptown  hotel  Tills  man.  ac- 
cording to  the  newspaper  report,  answered 
"a  summons  against  him  on  the  complaint 
of  William  Lush,  of  the  Park  lfctel.  for 


selling  liquors  on  the  race  course"  toppo- 
slte  the  Park  Hotel).  Mr.  Lush  was  tri- 
umphant that  time  for  the  erring  one 
from  uptown  was  fined  $5  Mr  Lush 
wanted  no  competition  to  hi*  own  bar 

There  must  have  been  lot*  of  fight*  at 
the  Park  Hotel.  Sometimes  the  bar  guest* 
Rot  rowdy.  In  1869.  Mr  Lush  found  hint- 
self  in  some  trouble  The  Colonist  of  Sep- 
tember 21  that  year  reporting:  “Trouble 
at  the  Park  Hotel— on  Saturday  night  a 
marine,  badly  wounded  on  the  head,  was 
picked  up  on  Park  Street  He  stated  that 
he  had  been  assaulted  by  William  Lush, 
keeper  of  the  Park  Hotel.  Lush  was  ar- 
rested and  bailed  out  The  examination 
Into  the  case  was  postponed  until  today 
owing  to  the  serious  Illness  of  the  marine, 
and  a counter  charge  of  assault  and  ma- 
licious mischief  was  entered  against  the 
marine  The  defendant  alleges  that  the 
marine  assaulted  him  and  pelted  his  house 
with  stones,  breaking  windows  and  doing 
other  damage.”

WO  thousand  fourjiundred  teasels 
Intended  to  swell  Britain's  export 
drive  to  North  America— were  burled 
In  alumina.  Instead  of  the  usual  silica 
powder,  to  preserve  their  shape  In  the  kiln. 
For  two  days  Government  researchist* 
kept  watch.  On  the  result  of  their  vigil 
depended  human  lives. 

For  years  people  who  know  the  secrets 
of  the  fine  china  trade  have  been  unable 
to  sip  a cup  of  tea  without  the  knowledge 
that  the  making  of  the  cup  may  have  af- 
fected some  human  betng's  lungs 

Silica  powder,  ground  from  hard  rock  to 
fiour-llke  fineness,  has  been  the  only  sub- 
stance In  which  china  could  be  burled 
during  the  baking  without  the  china 
buckling 

Would  alumina,  the  entirely  harmless 
powder  from  which  aluminum  ware  Is 
made,  prove  a perfect  *ubstltute  for  silica? 
Fifty  people  a year  still  die  of  silicosis  In 
the  potteries,  and  future  live*  lay  balanced 
In  that  recent  momentous  baking 

At  length  the  teasels  were  taken  out  and 
examined.  They  had  a cleaner  body, 
clearer  color  and  more  sparkling  glaze 
than  ever  before! 

SAVES  IN  LABOR 

Alumina  costs  more  than  silica,  but  it 


save*  labor  and  equipment,  turns  out  finer 
ware  and  cut*  out  the  8ilicosls  Medical 
Board  examinations,  which  cost  an  aver- 
age of  *5  per  worker  every  18  months. 
When  all  china  makers  have  turned  to 
alumina,  the  silicosis  scourge  will  cease. 

That  is  Just  one  example  of  Britain's 
fight  to  make  It*  export  drive  ever  safer 
by  cutting  the  high  toll  of  Industrial  acci- 
dents and  diseases.  In  the  Home  Indus- 
trial Museum  In  London  I recently  saw  an 
exhibition  of  killer  machinery  Every  ex- 
hibit had  contributed  to  industry's  deadly 
toll  of  140,000  accidents  a year.  Alongside 
them  stood  similar  machines  treated  with 
anti-accident  factors.

DRAMATIC  ENDING 

The  whole  town  shook  to  Its  very  roots 
at  the  dramatic  story-book,  dime-novel 
thriller  ending  of  William  Lush.  In  Janu- 
ary. of  1875.  he  appeared  In  court  before 
Police  Judge  Elliott  and  was  charged  with 
selling  liquor  to  an  Indian  HI*  quick 
mind  and  clever  tongue  so  Impressed  The 
Colonist  that  It  commented:  "Lush  con- 
ducted his  own  case  with  singular  ability, 
cross  questioning  the  witnesses  and  plead- 
ing in  his  own  behalf  with  great  earnest- 
ness'* 

Lush  didn't  convince  the  Judge,  how- 
ever, and  he  was  fined  $150.  He  asked 
until  3 p.m  to  raise  the  money  and  this 
Wa*  granted 

Lush  had  a certain  amount  of  public 
sympathy,  for  he  was  undoubtedly  taken 
in  that  time.  The  Aolohlst  said:  "He  went 
out  Into  the  street,  ostensibly  to  get  the 
money,  met  several  friends,  to  one  of 
whom  he  said,  ‘If  I were  to  lose  my  life. 
I thought  the  Slwash  was  a halfbieed;  he 
said  he  was  and  he  spoke  good  English.’  ” 

He  went  from  the  ponce  court  to  the 
Brown  Jug  Saloon,  the  paper  reported  In 
great  detail  He  asked  a friend  to  take  a 
drink  with  him,  saying  “this  Is  the  last 
drink  I shall  ever  take " He  then  pur- 
chased two  bits'  worth  of  whisky,  which 
he  plared  In  a small  bottle  and  went  along 
Government  Street  to  a ten-pin  alley  which 
he  owned,  but  which  at  the  time  was  un- 
occupied 

When  he  didn't  show  up  at  3 o'clock  to 
pay  his  fine  a policeman  was  sent  looking 
for  him  Someone  had  seen  him  enter  the 
ten-pin  alley,  and  a friend  and  the  police- 
man went  around  to  the  back,  and  there, 
through  a window,  they  saw  Mr  Lush  sit- 
ting at  a table,  drinking  He  Invited  the 
pair  in  and  told  them  he  was  drunk  He 
was  acting  very  peculiarly  The  policeman 
noted  traces  of  white  powder  on  the  glass 
and  suddenly  shouted:  “Mr  God.  you've 
been  drinking  strychnine.”  and  rushed  out 
for  a doctor. 

The  policeman  made  such  a clatter 
searching  for  the  doctor  that  a crowd 
gathered  The  Colonist  carried  on  the 
story,  saying  Lush  "soon  commenced  to 
show  the  usual  symptoms  of  having  swal- 
lowed strychnine  — such  as  violent  con- 
tractions of  the  muscles  and  Involuntary 
movement  of  the  limbs  and  shoulders.  He 
said  I’m  drunk.'  He  hummed  a few  bars 
of  an  old  Negro  melody  and  Immediately 
afterwards  fell  to  the  floor  In  violent 
spasms  Dr  Matthew  soon  entered  and  a 
large  crowd  was  attracted  Lush  several 
times  stated  that  he  would  not  pay  the 
$150,  and  while  lying  on  the  floor  had 
many  violent  spasms  and  died  In  great 
agony.  The  deceased  leaves  a wire  who 
has  been  bedridden  for  sometime  He  was 
a native  of  Ireland  and  aged  about  60 
years.  He  passed  many  years  In  the 
Southern  Slates  and  California  under  file- 
name of  8cott.  He  camei  to  the  Fraser

River  In  1858  and  mined  on  the  bais  of 
that  stream.” 

One  muy  well  imagine  the  tongue-wag- 
glngs  that  went  on  that  week  The  case 
was  the  talk  of  the  town  but  like  ull  other 
cases  of  the  kind  it  was  but  a nine  days’ 
wonder.  Last  mention  of  this  gay  and 
stubborn  pioneer  of  the  fierce  tamper  and 
the  persuasive  tongue  was  In  The  Colonist 
of  February  2 1875  "Burled  - the  remains 
of  the  late  William  Lush  were  burled  from 
Christ  Church  Cathedral  on  Sunday  ’’ 

Whether  Mm  Lush  carried  on  the  Park 
Hotel  is  not  known  today  and  there  is  no 
trace  of  her  death  in  local  newspapers. 
The  old  Park  Hotel  later  was  taken  over 
by  new  owners  and  Its  name  chunked  to 
The  Colonist.  It  stood  until  about  25  years 
ago,  a link  with  n colorful  past.  It  was 
wooden  and  It  had  a long  low  porch,  and 
there  were  benches  on  It.  and  old  codgers 
would  It  there  In  the  sun  after  a pint  of 
bitters  and  settle  the  affairs  of  tire  world. 
Prohibition  spelled  its  end  For  sometime 
It  carried  on  as  a tearoom,  but  putronage 
was  poor,  and  then  someone  tried  to  make 
a go  of  It  a*  a store,  but  It*  heydey  waa 
over,  for  It  hBd  flourished  on  conviviality. 
One  day.  dilapidated  and  fast  becoming  an 
eyesore,  li  was  tom  down  Traces  of  Its 
foundations  may  be  seen  at  the  north 
comer  of  Slmcoe  and  Douglas  Streets

HE  Lapp  farm  of  Biisjarvl  lies  at  the 
edge  of  the  birch  forest,  some  200 
miles  north  of  the  Arctic  Circle. 
When  I arrived  there  In  mid-August,  the 
young  men  were  all  away  gathering  In  the 
reindeer,  but  out  in  the  fields  the  women 
In  their  bright  scarves  were  harvesting  the 
rye 

The  farmhouse  was  unpointed,  but  In 
good  repair,  Down  one  side  of  the  Uving- 
room  an  Immense  pile  of  potatoes  were 
piled  safe  from  the  lAnter  frosts,  the 
week's  baking  of  black  bread  hung  upon 


the  rafters,  and  an  Immense  kettle  was 
boiling  on  the  range.  Immediately  outside 
the  door  by  the  great  stacks  of  split  fire- 
wood. two  boRt-shaped  sledges  stood  ready 
for  the  snow. 

IN  SHORT  SI  MMER 
. During  the  short  Summer,  they  told  me. 
from'  the  end  of  June  until  the  beginning 
of  September,  most  of  the  reindeer  are  al- 
lowed to  run  freely.  It  1*  safe  to  do  this, 
because  a reindeer  will  not  normally  leave 
the  grazing  basin  in  which  the  was  born, 
and  so  can  always  be  found  again.  The 
only  animal*  kept  around  the  farm  are  a 
few  cows,  and  some  half  a dozen  tame 
reindeer,  fllted  with  bell*,  who  will  be  used 
a*  decoys  during  the  Fall  round-up. 

Late  In  August  each  man  depart*  for  the 
high  fells.  He  takes  with  him  two  or  three 
bell  deer  to  form  the  nucleus  for  a herd 
and  a small  dog  resembling  a Welsh  corgi 
Day  by  day  he  wanders  from  one  combe 
to  the  next,  sending  his  dog  to  round  up 
every  deer  he  sees,  and  stopping  sometimes 
to  brew  himself  coffee  over  a fire  of  birch 
twigs.  Then,  when  the  first  snows  begin, 
he  brings  his  herds  to  the  central  corral 
where  the  deer  will  be  counted  and  sepa- 
rated 

A LONELY  PLACE 

There  are  a number  of  these  corrals, 
each  pertaining  to  a particular  grazing 
basin,  and  operated  by  a particular  tribe 
of  Lapp*.  That  for  BlUJarvi  lies  at  UtaJokl. 
50  miles  to  the  north,  a lonely  place 
amongst  the  birches  at  the  side  of  a big 
lake  There  is  no  village  there,  nothing 
but  the  Lutheran  ehurcb  and  the  padre's 
farm,  but  it  la  the  centre  of  the  whole  dis- 
trict. There  both  fanners  and  nomad* 
come  to  be  christened,  married  and  burled, 
and  there  on  Christmas  Eve  they  drive  In 
on  brightly  decorated  sledges  for  their  one 
great  festival. 


In  September  the  young  reindeer  are 
still  running  with  their  mothers  The  first 
task,  therefore,  is  to  mark  them  with  the 
same  mark  a*  thele  parents,  so  that  their 
ownership  shall  not  be  disputed  Each 
farmer  ha*  his  own  peculiar  pattern,  with 
which  the  ears  of  his  reindeer  are  clipped, 
and  by  which  his  property  will  be  recog- 
nized When  all  the  young  deer  have  been 
so  marked,  the  herds  are  then  separated 
according  to  their  ownership,  and  the 
farmers  pay  a small  head  fee. 

FEEDING  ON  MOB8 

By  this  lime  the  cold  weather  ha*  set  in, 
but  the  snow  Is  not  yet  deep  and  there  is 
sufficient  mo**  available  in  the  Immediate 
neighborhood  to  feed  many  thousands  of 
deer.  October  1*  the  slaughtering  season, 
and  every  bit  of  the  reindeer  is  used  The 
meat  1*  smoked  and  dried,  and  exported 
through  the  railhead  at  Rovaniemi.  300 
miles  Journey  to  the  south.  The  leather 
Is  used  to  make  hip  boots,  harness  and  In- 
numerable household  articles  The  sinews 
are  used  for  thread  Even  the  bones  are 
burned  for  fertilizer 

Reindeer  feed  on  a kind  of  lichen, 
wrongly  called  reindeer  moss,  with  which 
th*  fells  are  covered  In  an  almost  con- 
tinuous sheet  In  the  Winter  they  can 
only  survive  by  shovelling  the  snow  back 
with  their  antlers,  and  eo  getting  at  the 
food  underneath.  The  art  of  reindeer 
herding,  therefore.  Is  to  keep  the  animals 
moving  over  country  where  the  snow  is 
neither  too  deep,  nor  too  firmly  packed. 
The  greatest  tragedy  I*  an  unseasonable 
thaw  followed  by  sharp  froet.  the  greatest 
Joy  for  the  reindeer  at  least,  a dry  clear- 
ing wind 

HARDY  TRAVELERS 

A herd  of  150  deer  will  keep  a family  of 
Lapps  in  comfort,  and  can  be  managed 
without  employing  outside  labor  Many 


herds,  though,  run  to  thousands  of  head, 
and  these  mudt  be  kept  almost  continu- 
ously on  the  move,  if  they  are  to  bo  prop- 
erly fed.  The  Lapps,  therefore,  have  to  be 
hardy  traveler*,  for  reindeer  are  whimsical 
creatures,  and,  whether  they  decide  to 
change  their  feeding  grounds  by  night  or 
by  day,  »he>  must  be  followed 

Baggage  deer  are  driven  by  means  of 
blinkers,  with  a slnglf  rein  hanging  down 
the  right,  hand  side.  It  Is  usually  only  the 
tame  ones,  those  who  have  been  around 
the  farm  all  Bummer,  who  axe  used  to  haul 
the  sledges  Nevertheless  even  the  tamest 
can  be  obstinate  and  difficult  to  drive  It 
look*  so  simple,  when  a small  Lapp  child 
Jumps  into  her  sledge,  flip*  the  relo-  and 
departs  for  the  schoot  but  woe  betid* 
the  strangers  who  try  to  do  the  same  It 
Is  said  that  before  the  war.  two  Cambridge 
undergraduates,  who  were  no  ill-advised 
a*  to  try  to  drive  themselves  from  Rova- 
niemi to  the  Arctic  port,  of  Pet-samo  wound 
up  In  considerable  trouble  astride  the  rail- 
way to  Murmansk 

BELOVED  ANIMAL 

That,  though,  is  the  way  of  reindeer; 
more  pfir-headed.  they  say,  than  any  don- 
key. and  yd  beloved  by  those  who  are  used 
to  them  Recently  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment have  been  advertising  for  experi- 
enced men,  able  to  teach  our  own  Eskimo* 
and  Indians  their  ways.  The  North  of  this 
continent  contains  millions  of  acres  of 
pasture  suitable  for  reindeer  herding.  Fur- 
ther south  even  larger  acreages  could  be 
used.  If  an  attempt  were  made  to  domes- 
ticate our  own  native  cariboo,  which  are 
essentially  the  same  Animals  The  time 
may  yet  come  when  the  rail  round-up  at 
Chesterfield  Inlet  or  Great  Bear  Lake  will 
be  one  of  the  tourist  attractions  of  th# 
Dominion,  and  reindeer  steak  one  of  the 
delicacies  of  Edmonton  and  Winnipeg 
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Tomorrow

Dear  Mrs.  Qireelt;  My  baby  Is  nine 
months  old  and  he  doesn't  look  well  be- 
cause he’s  thin  and  pale.  He's  a lowhead 
with  big  blue  eyes  and  he'd  be  a beauti- 
ful baby  except  for  his  paleness.  Do  you 
think  I ought  to  take  him  to  a doctor? 

Answer:  Of  course  you  should  take  your 
baby  to  a doctor^  He  should  be  examined 
regularly  once  a month  until  he  Is  a 
year  old.  whether  he  is  apple -cheeked  or 
pallid!  It  Is  extremely  Important  lor  your 
baby  to  have  expert  medical  care,  If  you 
waul  him  to  be  a husky  boy 
You  can  see  yourself  that  you  are  ig- 
norant about  an  infant's  health.  No  one 
blames  you  because  you  are  not  a doctor, 
but  everyone  will  criticize  you  rightly  If 
you  prevent  your  baby  from  receiving  the 
attention  that  can  be  supplied  only  by  a 
pediatrician  or  a general  practitioner  who 
Is  interested  In  the  care  and  feeding  of 
Infanta.  > 

Your  little  son  may  not  have  anything 
the  matter  with  him,  but  you  must  con- 
sult a doctor  to  be  sure.  Falr-sklnned 
children  seem  pale  In  comparison  to  bru- 
nettes who  have  ruddy  cheeks  and.  Up*, 
because  a blond  person's  skin  generally 
dors  not  contain  as  much  plgiuent. 

A small,  long,  slender  baby  can  be  just 
as  healthy  as  s heavy-weight  one.  If 
your  slim  baby  Is  gaining  and  growing 
steadily,  eats  and  sleeps  weU,  Is  peppy,  and 
If  his  blue  eyes  sparkle  with  lest  and 
good  humor,  there  Is  no  reason  to  worry. 

A mother  should  investigate  at  once  if 
her  baby  or  chUd  seems  unusually  pallid, 
if  he  docs  not  gain  weight  os  quickly  as 
he  should  or  loses  weight,  falls  In  appe- 
tite. Is  weak  and  easily  fatigued  or  com- 
plain of  headaches  Any  of  these  Symp- 
toms may  Indicate  anemia,  which  is  not 
an  uncommon  ailment  In  babies  and 
children. 

A suntan  or  a roak  complexion  can  hide 
anemia. 

Parents  will  be  happy  to  know  that  if 
a baby  suddenly  develops  anemia  it  may 
be  cured  easily  in  almost  every  case 
Therefore,  the  disease  Is  not  serious,  if 
early  medical  care  is  given.

Germany,  Man-Short  Nation 
Must  Find  Work  for  Women

BERLIN  tUP».  — Ocrman  women  an* 
- rebelling  against  the  traditional 
klrche.  kuche,  kinder  — church, 
kitchen,  home 

The  majority  of  male  (Germans  still  be- 
lieve women  belong  In  the  home,  But  the 
women  themselves  are  beginning  to  iko* 
different  ideas 

Far  one  tiling,  women  know  that  many 
of  them  will  never  be  able  to  marry  and 
have  homes  of  their  own. 

In  all  Germany,  there  are  7.500.000  more 
women  than  men  In  the  American  zone, 
according  to  the  194(1  census,  there  arc  124 
women  to  every  100  men  The  difference 
Is  even  greater  In  the  marriageable  ages 
For  every  100  men  between  20  and  25  years 
of  age  there  are  171  women. 

WOMEN  DISCOURAGED 
This  insult  of  two  wars  has  made  women 
increasingly  Insistent  that  there  be  more 
opportunity  for  them  in  business  and  the 
professions,  more  adequate  training  for 
girls  so  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  earn 
a decent  livelihood. 

However,  reluctantly,  women  In  this 
man-short  nation  are  slowly  leaving  their 
homes  and  kitchens  for  business  careers 
Because  of  their  number  they  will  have 
to  bear  the  brunt,  military  Government 
officials  believe,  of  ihe  major  part  in  the 
reconstruction  of  Germany. 

Women  of  all  age*  hard  at  work  clearing 
rubble  is  a common  sight  In  this  devas- 
tated city. 

TRADITION  HOLDS 
As  they  turn  from  Hitler's  slogan  ot 
"Out  of  business,  and  back  to  husband. 


kitchen  and  fireside."  they  also  are  becom- 
ing clerks,  shopkeepers,  secretaries,  teach- 
ers. Journalists 

The  process  Ls  not  without  opposition, 
for  military  Government  research  shows 
the  traditional  German  attitude  toward 
women,  particularly  the  emphasis  upon 
having  children,  still  holds 

An  opinion  survey  by  military  Govern- 
ment's Information  services  division 
showed  that  Germans  believe  a man 
should  have  preference  in  any  poaltion  he 
can  All  satisfactorily 

American  officials  assert  this  attitude 
runs  counter*  to  reality.  They  say  It 
Ignores  the  excess  number  of  women,  the 
pressing  need  for  reconstruction  and  ex- 
port production. 

MEDALS  NO  GOOD 

The  "mutterkreuz,"  the  mother  s medal 
awarded  by  the  Nazis  to  women  with  four 
children,  is  of  little  use  to  a war  widow 
who  must  support  her  family,  officials  de- 
clare 

They  see  in  German  women  a group 
that  Is  learning  that  nationalism  does  not 
pay 

Psychologically,  according  to  a military 
Government  report,  women  ore  better 
oriented  to  reconstruction  on  a democratic 
basis  than  men. 

"They  have  no  fare  to  save,"  the  report 
concluded  "8tnrr  1933  they  have  had  no 
status  In  fact,  their  postwar  World  War 
I spurt  to  a better  position  flickered  out 
by  1926.  They  wers  not  part  of  policy  - 
making  in  Natl  Germany.  They  have 
everything  to  gain,  nothing  to  lose  In  s 
democratic  reorganisation  which  sweep* 
away  old  stifling  traditions."

Each  Item 
Is  tagged  and  the  description  filed  so  that 
when  the  forgetful  rider  calls  he  can  be 
told  Immediately  whether  his  property 
has  turned  up 

On  a rainy  day,  particularly  one  that, 
clears  up  in  the  afternoon,  the  depart- 
ment’s employees  gird  themselves  for  a 
busy  time  next  day.  The  lost  umbrella 
business  will  be  booming 
' We  can  tell  pretty  near  what  a given 
month's  weather  was  like  by  the  number 
of  umbrellas  turned  In,"  said  Dan  Duffy, 
supervisor  of  the  department.

years  has  seen  no  European  visitors  . . 
mainly  because  It  is  eo  difficult  to  get 
there!  IU  life,  manners,  clothes  and 
sports  have  hardly  changed  since  the  15th 
eentury.

A Ssriet  O i Questions  and  Anawara  on 
Houaa  Financing  and  Construction 

M — I am  building  under  the  National 
Housing  Act  and  I would  like  to  know  If 
the  outline  specific atlon  form  whlrh  mr 
contractor  helped  me  to  compleU  Is  a legal 
agreement? 

A.-No.  Neither  the  CMHC  applica- 
tion form  'CMH.C.  70  R>,  the  working 
drawings,  nor  the  outline  specification 
form  iC.M  H.C.  24 1,  form  a legal  contract 
between  the  borrower  and  contractor.  A 
building  contract  Is  a separate  agreement 
to  erect  the  house  as  outlined  In  the  speci- 
fications and  Is  a legal  document. 

Q- — I have  been  (old  that  If  I build  under 
the  National  Mousing  Act  my  house  will  be 
Inspected  during  construction.  Does  this 
mean  that  I am  guaranteed  complete  sup- 
ervision? 

A — No  NH.A.  regulations  provide  for 
an  appraisal  and  inspection  fee  of  $20. 
The  sum  covers  the  appraisal  and  a mini- 
mum of  four  Inspections  at  $3  per  inspec- 
tion and  Is  deducted  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  loan  and  retained  by  the  lending  com- 
pany handling  the  loan.  A fee  of  $12 
would  not  nearly  meet  the  cost  of  full 
architectural  or  engineering  supervision. 
The  lending  company  inspectors  make 
their  Inspections  to  determine  the  amount 
of  work  required  to  complete  the  dwelling, 
thus  arriving  at  a basis  for  making  pro- 
gress advances  to  the  owner  to-enable  him 
to  pay  his  builder,  and  to  ensure  that  the 
builder  Is  following  CMHC.  building 
standards.  Independent  Inspections  may 
be  made  by  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation  at  any  time  to  ensure  that 
the  general  level  of  construction  in  all 
areas  Is  In  accordance  with  C.M.H  C.  build- 
ing standards.  , 

Q. — In  all  the  booklets  and  material  I 
have  read  on  the  National  Housing  Act 
plan  it  state*  that  it  Is  the  responsibility 
of  the  borrower  to  see  that  the  house  la 
built  in  accordance  with  the  approved 
plans  and  spcrillcattoas.  My  knowledge  of 
building  Is  very  limited  and  I would  appre- 
ciate any  instructions  you  may  be  able  to 
give  a * to  how  I should  proceed  to  check 
. my  house  during  construction. 

A.— You  should  have  a copy  of  the  work- 
ing drawings  and  a ropy  of  the  specifica- 
tions As  construction  proceeds,  you  should 
make  certain  that  the  work  Is  according  to 
the  plnns  and  specifications.  You  may  find 
II  to  your  advantage  also  to  hj^ve  a build- 
ing contract  which  would  be  a legal  agree- 
ment by  yuur  contractor  to  erect  the  house 
as  outlined  In  the  spec  I flea  lions.  Architec- 
tural or  engineering  supervision  Is  a good 
investment  for  anyone  who  Is  doubtful  of 
his  own  ability  to  check  construction 

Q. — If  I build  with  National  Housing  Act 
financing  when  will  advances  on  the  loan 
be  made  and  will  they  be  made  to  me  or 
to  my  contractor? 

A Advances  on  National  Housing  Act 
loans  are  made  In  accordance  with  Uie 
progress  of  construction.  The  amounts 
are  determined  by  the  lending  company 
, handling  the  loan,  and  generally  the  first 
advance  Is  made  when  the  walls  and  roof 
are  completed  The  balance  of  the  loan 
Is  advanced  as  work  progresses,  provided 
that  the  work  is  satisfactory  to  the  lending 
company  and  Central  Mortgage  and  Hous- 
ing Corporation  The  final  advance  u 
made  when  the  house  Is  completed  and  It 
has  been  established  that  the  property  is 
free  from  the  danger  of  Mechanics'  Liens. 
Advances  are  payable  to  the  borrower,  not 
the  contractor.  The  borrower  must  sign 
the  cheque  over  to  the  contractor  after  he 
is  satisfied  that  the  work  is  in  order  and 
money  previously  advanced  hai  gone  Into 
the  construction  and  there  are  no  unpaid 
accounts.  If  there  is  any  doubt  In  your 
mind,  contact  the  various  people  who  have 
supplied  material  and,  if  necessary,  obtain 
waivers  of  Hen.

THE  question  which  confronts  the 
amateur  Is  whether  to  plant  tubers 
In  a clump  or  singly.  Undoubtedly, 
the  single  tuber  Is  best  for  It  gets  all  the 
food  In  the  surrounding  soil,  giving  a fine, 
healthy  plant.  Clump  planting  results  In 
stunted  plants  and  poor  blossoms  When 
dividing  the  clumps  use  a thin,  sharp 
knife,  being  careful  to  see  that  the  tuber 
has  an  eye  at  the  sulk  end.  otherwise  It 
Is  useless  Some  eyes  are  visible  in  the 
Fall,  others  not  until  Spring,  while  some 
are  located  underneath  the  clump— so  cut 
carefully.  Where  Intensive  propagation  Is 
necessary  a tuber  with  two  eyes  may  be 
cut  longitudinally  between  the  eyes,  each 
half  having  the  cut  surface  dusted  with 
flowers  of  sulphur. 

Planting  Is  usually  done  around  May  1 
Dig  a hole  about  12  Inches  deep,  Incorpo- 
rating wall -rotted  cow  manure,  or  Vigoro 
fertiliser  In  the  bottom  Cover  this  with 
an  inch  or  so  of  soil  and  lay  the  tuber 
horizontally  on  top  Next  drive  a one- 
inch  square  stake  about  one  and  one-half 
Inches  to  two  Inches  from  the  sprout  (or 
bud  i and  wire  the  name  label  to  the  top 
of  the  stake.  The  tuber  Is  then  covered 
with  two  inches  of  soli,  leaving  the  re- 
mainder of  the  hole  open  to  catch 
moisture. 

Cultivation  will  gradually  fill  the  de- 
presalon as  the  season  progresses,  and  by 
Fall  the  tuber  la  covered  with  four  Inches 
to  five  Inches  of  soil,  and  only  a very  hard 
frost  can  touch  It.  When  the  plant  Is  an 
inch  above  ground  It  Is  time  to  spread  ear- 
wig bait,  and  when  18  inches  high  It 
should  be  tied  to  the  stake  to  prevent  wind 
damage. 

Disbudding  is  essential  for  the  large 
flowered  varieties  The  two  buds  tucked 
under  the  main  bud  are  removed,  also 
single  buds  down  the  stalk  Poms  are  dis- 
budded for  long  stems  only  In  the  minia- 
tures the  crown  bud  Is  removed.  Faded 
blossoms  should  be  cut  regularly  or  the 
strength  of  the  plant  will  go  to  the  form- 
ing of  seeds  * 

Digging  takes  place  after  the  plants 
have  been  cut  down  by  frost  Remove  the 
label  from  the  stake  and  cut  the  stalk  at 
ground  level.  Dig  straight  down  about  one 
inch  from  centre  of  plant  and  pry  gently. 
Repeat  this  all  around  the  clump,  gradu- 
ally loosening  all  tubers.  Wire  the  label 
to  the  remaining  piece  of  stalk  and  give 
the  clump  a good  dusting  with  flowers  of 
sulphur. 

Storage  is  best  In  a froat-free  shed  or 


basement  with  an  earth  floor  to  give  the 
necessary  humidity  The  clumps  of  tubers 
are  placed  upside  down  on  shelves.  If 
placed  upright,  moisture  collects  in  the 
hollow  stems  causing  crown  rot  which 
means  no  eyes  on  the  tubers  Cuttings 
and  seeds  are  also  used  for  propagation. 
For  cuttings  the  tubers  are  placed  In  a 
warm  place  on  moist  sand,  earth  or  peat 
moss  Tire  buds  develop  and  when  the 
shoots  art  four  Inches  to  six  Inches  long 
they  are  removed  and  rooted.  In  com- 
mercial catalogues  these  are  usually  re- 
ferred to  as  "green  plants." 

A simple  hotbed  could  be  advantage' 
ously  used  by  many  gardeners.  The  else 
suggested  was  six  feet  by  four  feet  with  a 
two  and  one-half-foot  front  and  a three- 
foot  back  A ten-inch  square  hole  la  cut 
In  one  end  at  ground  level.  A sheet  of 
galvanized  Iron  Is  placed  one  Inch  above 
the  soil,  and  a wooden  partition  Is  erected 
In  the  middle.  This  extends  below  and 
above  the  metal  sheet  dividing  the  frame 
Into  two  sections  each  three  feet  by  four 
feet.  Heat  is  supplied  by  Inserting  a flat 
style  brooder  oil  stove  under  the  section 
having  the  square  hole.  Sand  or  aoll  may 
be  placed  on  the  metal,  depending  on  re- 
quirements. Some  of  the  heat  will  travel 
to  the  far  end  of  the  frame  giving  differ- 
ent temperatures  to  each  section  Glased 
sash  are  used  to  cover  the  structure  and 
by  means  of  a simple  arch  frame  work, 
sash  weigh ts  and  pulleys,  these  may  be 
adjusted  to  any  position  for  ventilation 
Many  uses  will  suggest  themselves  to  the 
practical  gardener:  cuttings  may  be  rooted 
In  bottom  heat,  seeds  germinated,  radishes 
or  similar  crops  grown— In  short,  a minia- 
ture heated  greenhouse. 


Early  Maturing 
Blue  Plums 

One  of  the  most  popular  plums  Is  the 
Italian  prune,  commonly  known  to  Cana- 
dian consumers  as  the  blue  plum.  It  Is  an 
old  variety  believed  to  have  originated  in 
Milan.  Italy. 

It  Is  the  most  generally  grown  plum  In 
British  Columbia  and  in  the  Northwestern 
United  States,  and  finds  a ready  sale  on 
the  fresh  fruit  markets 

Because  It  is  so  popular,  the  marketing 
season  could  well  be  extended  by  the  in- 
troduction of  strains  which  will  reach  har- 
vesting maturity  earlier  In  the  season. 

Officials  of  the  Dominion  Experimental 
Station  at  Summerland,  B C.,  already  have 
three  strllns  which  mature  earlier  than 
the  Italian  prune.  Experimental  work  is 
continuing  on  the  handling,  storing  and 
keeping  characteristics  of  the  new  strains, 
and  at  least  two  of  them  seem  lo  be  satis- 
factory.

When  to  Plant  Fruit  Trees

NEARLY  every  day  I am  asked. 
"When  1«  the  proper  time  to  plant 
fruit  trees?"  The  Ideal  time  la  from 
the  end  of  October  until  Christmas  This 
applies  to  all  deciduous  trees  (leaf  shed- 
ders>  and  roses— they  are  in  their  dor- 
mant stage  then.  An  old  English  saying 
is  "a  fruit  tree  planted  In  November  will 
grow;  planted  In  March -it  mayP  It  le 
surprising  to  notice  how.  even  In  early 
February,  the  new  white  fibers  star t to 
form  on  the  roots  These  are  the  little 
pumps  that  fasten  to  the  soil,  and  pump 
up  the  moisture,  which  makes  the  sap  to 
feed  the  leaves  and  fruit.  If  you  disturb 
the  tree,  this  fiber  dies,  and  the  roots  have 
to  start  new  fiber,  which  greatly  retards 
growth 

Here  are  a few  simple  instructions  for 
planting  As  moat  fruit  trees  are  shallow 
rooted.  It  Is  very  necessary  to  dig  a hole

8ome  gardeners  sink  several  barrels  Into 
the  ground,  each  containing  a certain  as- 
sortment of  root  vegetables.  Others  put 
the  vegetables  Into  kegs,  finding  tt  more 
convenient  to  dig  up  a kegful  every  couple 
of  weeks. 

Root  crops  can  also  be  kept  for  a few 
weeks  in  a carton  pul  within  another  car- 
ton The  container  should  be  Insulated  by 
•1  tiffing  crumpled  newspapers  between  the 
two  cartons.  Be  eure  to  cover  carefully  to 
keep  in  the  moisture  and  place  In  the 
coldest  room  In  your  house.  This  system 
will  work  In  an  apartment  where  facilities 
for  storage  are  lacking 

A few  simple  rules  to  observe  in  the 
storing  of  vegetables  are  as  follows:  Vege- 
tables should  not  be  too  old  or  too  Imma- 
ture. never  handle  them  for  storage  when 
they  are  wet.  do  not  store  blemished  vege- 
tables for  decay  usually  starts  from  bruises 
er  skin  punctures 
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at  least  two  feet  In  diameter  and  about 
18  to  18  Inches  deep  placing  the  top  soli 
to  one  side  and  the  subsoil  to  the  other. 
Loosen  up  the  bottom  of  the  hole  with  the 
spade,  and  put  in  some  old  sod.  turned  up- 
side down,  or  a tittle  compost  Chop  up 
well  with  the  .spade.  Never  put  organic 
manure  under  the  tree.  Next  put  In  the 
top  soli  to  within  ten  Inches  of  the  top  of 
the  hole  and  place  the  tree  in  the  centre, 
spreading  out  the  roots  and  making  sure 
there  Is  no  air  space  under  them  This  Is 
most  important.  The  best  Way  to  work  the 
soli  under  and  between  the  roots  la  with 
your  hands.  Follow  this  with  some  more 
top  soil,  tramp  It  down  tight,  and  continue 
tramping  It  down  as  you  fill  the  soil  in. 
The  hole  can  be  finished  off  with  the  sub- 
soil. On  the  stem  you  will  notice  a lump 
or  crook  about  six  Inches  from  the  roots— 
this  Is  where  the  tree  was  budded  to  the 
root  stock.  This  lump  must  be  kept  just 
above  the  ground  level  when  the  soil  Is 
filled  In.  It  is  t good  plan  to  put  a little 
straw,  or  leaves  around  the  tree,  keeping 
It  away  from  the  stem 

Now  you  can  leave  It  alone  until  next 
March,  at  which  time  the  soil  Is  lightly 
loosened  with  a fork  around  the  tree 
Never  use  a spade  near  a fruit  tree,  cer- 
tainly never  closer  than  the  ends  of  the 
branches  Olve  each  tree  a handful  of 
superphosphate  and  a mulching  of  good 
rotten  manure  — the  Spring  rains  tor 
watering)  will  wash  this  down  to  the  roots. 
Later  on.  I hope  to  tell  you  my  choice  of 
good  varieties  of  fruit  tree*,  and  a little  of 
my  experience  with  stone  frulU. 

Of  all  the  evergreens,  the  yews  offer  the 
greatest  year-round  usefulness  and  beauty 
In  small  as  large  gardens.  They  have 
diversity  of  size  and  form  and  so  fit  into 
nearly  every  type  of  planting  arrange- 
ment. They  may  be  grown  in  either  sun 
or  shade  and  in  any  average  soli.

Heavily  waxed  Cellophane  or  wide 
mouthed  glass  jars  can  be  used  to  advan- 
tage in  controlling  loss  of  moisture.  If 
apples  are  kept  In  this  way.  the  moisture, 
which  would  normally  escape  through 
small  pore-like  holes  In  skin.  Is  held  In. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  apples 
are  alive.  The  cells  within  the  fruit  are 
continually  breathing,  taking  In  oxygen 
and  giving  off  carbon  dioxide  For  this 
reason  If  glass  Jars  are  used  the  tope 
should  not  be  screwed  on  tightly.  If 
tightly  sealed  the  applet  will  suffocate  and 
take  on  objectionable  flavors. 

Correct  temperature*  are  most  Impor- 
tant. The  best  temperature  Is  82  degrees 
F.,  but  40  degrees  F.  (the  normal  tempera- 
ture of  household  refrigerators)  Is  quite 
satisfactory  for  short  Intervals  When 
held  at  higher  temperatures  apples 
breathe  more  quickly,  using  up  their  nor- 
mal nutrients. 

To  enjoy  apples  at  their  best  with  fuU 
fresh  flavor,  crisp  texture  and  high  nu- 
tritious value  store  them  In  a cool  tem- 
perature and  enclose  them  In  a moisture 

retaining  container.

nutrients  depends  upon  many  factors  be- 
cause soil  is  not  a simple  system  It  Is  a 
complex  body  In  whlrh  many  reactions 
take  place  These  reactions  are  Yegulated 
by  the  nature  of  the  soil,  seasonal  condi- 
tions and  by  soli  management  practices, 
says  O.  B Whiteside.  Dominion  Experl  - 
. mental  Station.  Charlottetown.  P.EJ. 

The  so-called  rapid  soli  tests  are  de- 
signed to  provide  a means  of  obtaining  a 
relative  measurement  of  the  plant  nutri- 
ents present  In  the  soil,  which  are  consid- 
ered to  be  readily  available  for  plant  use 
under  the  prevailing  aoll  conditions.  Care- 
fully interpreted,  the  Information  ob- 
tained by  rapid  chemical  tests  may  serve 
as  an  aid  In  determining  the  kind  of  fer- 
tilizer treatment  required,  but  not  neces- 
sarily the  specific  quantities  of  fertilizer 
to  be  applied. 

EXPERIENCE  TELLS 

Experience  has  shown  that  there  Is  not 
always  a direct  relationship  between  the 
amount  of  soluble  plant  nutrients  In  the 
soil,  the  amount  taken  up  by  the  plants, 
and  the  response  of  a crop  to  fertilizer 
treatment.  Plants  differ  In  their  feeding 
properties.  The  proportion  of  the  soluble 
plant  nutrients  present  in  the  soil,  which 
are  Uken  up  by  crops,  will  vary  with  dif- 
ferent crops  Seasonal  climatic  conditions 
and  difference  In  kinds  of  soil  will  also  in- 
fluence the  amounts  of  the  soluble  nutri- 
ents used 

Soil  tests  for  acidity  serve  as  a fairly  re- 
liable guide  for  the  need  of  applying  lime 
to  the  soil  They  may  also  serve  to  Indi- 
cate the  suitability  of  a soil  for  certain 
crops  For  Instance,  the  degree  of  acidity 
or  alkalinity  of  the  soil  may  or  may  not  be 
favorable  to.  the  development  of  potato 
■cab  (A.  scabies).  Soil  reaction  or  degree 
of  acidity  or  alkalinity.  Is  also  an  impor- 
tant factor  In  the  growth  of  legume  forage 
crop# 

Soil  tests  may  also  serve  to  indicate  the 
approximate  organic  matter  content  In 
the  soil  which  Is  a very  Important  factor 
In  maintaining  soil  fertility  • 

VALUABLE  GLIDE 

While  the  soil  teats  do  not  give  an  accur- 
ate quantitative  measurement  of  the 
amounts  of  nutrients  present  In  the  soil  or 
of  their  availability  over  a long  period  of 
time,  nor  do  they  provide  a measurement 
of  the  exact  fertilizer  needs,  they  can,  with 
experience,  be  used  as  a valuable  guide  In 
estimating  the  approximate  fertilizer 
treatments  which  are  liable  to  give  beat 
results. 

In  order  to  use  soli  tests  for  this  purpose, 
with  a fair  degree  of  reliability.  It  ts  neces- 
sary to  have  some  Information  on  the  re- 
sults of  similar  teats  or  similar  kinds  of 
soil  with  respect  to  response  to  fertilizer 
treatment  under  average  seasonal  condi- 
tions. It  is  also  necessary  to  have  Infor- 
mation with  respect  to  the  physical  con- 
dition of  the  aoll.  both  surface  and  sub- 
soil; drainage  conditions;  past  cropping 
history  over  a period  of  years;  soil  man- 
agement practices  followed  and  the  kind 
of  crop  to  be  grown. 

The  value  of  the  results  or  a soil  test  will 
also  depend  to  a large  extent  upon  the 
care  Uken  in  the  selection  and  taking  o! 
the  soil  sample.  The  sample  should  be  a 
composite  one  representing  an  area  of 
similar  soil  conditions  and  treatment 
rather  than  any  single  place  In  the  field  '

OUR  keys  to  • well-built  home  are

fications. They  play  a basic  part  In 
home  construe Uon.  Upon  their  complete- 
ness often  depends  the  wlillngneai  of  the 
1*  waning  company  to  finance  the  propo- 
sition. Furthermore  they  avoid  "extras" 
in  the  contractor's  bill  as  tne  really  com- 
plete set  of  plans  and  specifications  should 
combine  to  describe  In  every  detail  the 
exact  home  of  your  dreams 
Specifications  should  amplify  the  work- 
ing drawings  and  describe  fully  all  pro- 
cesses of  work,  quality  of  materials  and 
workmanship  required. 

INSIST  ON  DETAILS 
By  describing  in  detail  it  is  not  pre- 
sumed that  descriptions  of  materials  and 
methods  of  construction  be  more  wordy 
than  necessary— rather,  the  contrary 
should  be  the  rule  Wherever  It  Is  pos- 
sible to  describe  a material  or  a method 
of  construction  clearly  and  unmistakably 
In  one  sentence.  It  would  serve  no  use- 
ful purpose  to  use  two  or  three  sentences 
The  latter  ease  may  lead  to  confusion,  or 
by  reason  of  additional  wordy  descriptions, 
to  swell  the  Content  of  the  specifications 
as  to  discourage  careful  and  Intelligent 
study  by  the  home  owner  whose  Interests 
they  were  Intended  to  protect  Many  other- 
wise Intelligent  prospective  home  owners* 
know  very  little  of  the  contents  of  the 
specifications  applying  to  their  home  They 
attempt  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
contents  of  the  specification*  but  allow 
themselves  to  be  discouraged  by  a maze 
of  technical  terms  unintelligible  to  a lay 
mind 

TYPE  OP  MATERIALS 

As  a help  to  the  owner  It  Is  well  to  In- 
corporate In  every  specification  an  outline 
stating  as  simply  and  directly  as  possible 
the  type  of  materials  to  be  used  In  speci- 
fied places.  This  outline  should  appear  at 
the  beginning  of  the  specifications  and 
should  provide  a quick  and  ready  reference 
for  the  home  owner.  The  body  of  the 
specification  may  then  be  developed  In  the 
usual  manner  to  describe  In  detail  the 
Items  mentioned  in  th#  outline.  If  no 
outline  Is  provided  It  is  customary  to  des- 
cribe the  work  to  be  dope  under  the  head- 
ing of  the  trade  which  according  to  local 
custom  is  responsible  for  that  branch  of 
the  work.  The  deacription  of  the  work 
should  describe  the  desired  finished  result 
together  with  the  quality  of  material* 
and  workmanship  to  be  employed  to  attain 
that  result. 

Clearing  site.  The  exact  extent  or 
clearing  to  be  done  should  be  specified 
and  definite  provision  made  for  the  pres- 
ervation and  protection  of  such  trees, 
shrubs,  etc. 

Excavation:  Describe  the  quality  of  ex- 
cavation work  desired,  listing  all  Items 
including  that  for  the  cellar,  footings, 
piers,  plumbing  lines,  dry  wells,  septic 
tanka,  drains,  etc.,  and  giving  the  mini- 
mum depths  below  finish  grade  for  each 
item.  If  it  is  not  shown  on  the  drawings. 

Footings:  Describe  the  construction  of 
footings  and  the  materials  to  be  used  and 
give  the  sizes.  If  not  shown  on  drawings, 
for  each  class  of  footing  (under  wails. 
Piers,  chimneys,  etc.).  , 

Foundation  Walla:  Describe  the  found- 
ation walls,  piers,  etc.  giving  the  material 
and  methods  of  construction  to  be  used 
Cellar  Floors  Describe  the  cellar  floor, 
1U  composition  including  sub -boat  and 
finish,  thickness,  reiaforcement,  if  any, 
method  of  drainage,  etc. 

Chimneys:  State  the  materials  to  be  airtt 


in  ihe  construction  of  the  chimney,  how 
flues,  cap  fireplace,  and  hearths  are  to  be 
built.

Rome  of  the  humblest  and  Inexpensive 
meats  make  the  best  dishes.  And  too 
often  they  he  scorned  and  neglected  in  the 
butcher’s  case  while  customers  wrangle 
over  the  high  price  of  steaks  and  chops— 
because  they  can't  imagine  serving  any- 
thing but  the  same  lineup  week  in,  week 
out. 

Oxtails  are  a case  In  point.  Many  a 
marketer.  If  he  or  she  thinks  about  oxtails 
at  all,  connects  them  only  with  soup  and 
that  cornea  in  a can  anyway.  But  try  tins 
some  time: 

Buy  a lean  oxtail  and  get  the  butchar  to 
crack  It  in  Its  natural  sections.  Brown  the 
pieces  in  a pan  with  butter  tt-  oil. 

Add  to  the  pen  the  contents  of  a small 
can  of  tomato  paste,  a few  carrots,  a few 
potatoes  and  some  onions,  ail  cat  in  pieces. 
Let  simmer  until  all  are  tender  and  then 
eeason  with  salt  and  pepper  Call  thla 
"Oxtail  Ragout"  and  serve  It  with  pride. 
RED  PEFFER  JAM 

From  the  midwest  comes  a recipe  tor  a 
rather  unusual  and  piquant  relish  or 
spread— 'Red  Pepper  Jam." 

Chop  up  a dozen  large  red  sweet  pep- 
per* Sprinkle  them  with  a tablespoon  of 
salt  and  let  stand  overnight.

From  above,  the  whole  city  appears  uni- 
form. with  only  towers  and  spires  emerg 
Ing  from  thp  grey  mass  to  catch  the  sun- 
light Bui  although  possessing  such  an 
architectural  character  of  its  own.  the 
most  nutstandlng  feature,  perhaps,  is  the

FINEST  MONUMENTS 

Of  the  Roman  relics  the  baths  are  the 
most  magnificent.  Luckily,  when  the  city 
was  destroyed  by  the  Saxons  In  577,  they 
were  burled  and  not  again  uncovered  until 
1882,  so  preserving  for  our  own  age  some 
of  the  finest  monuments  In  Europe  of  the 
Roman  period. 

The  great  Roman  bath  has  water  sur- 
face of  82  feet  by  40  feet,  the  original 
pavements  surround  It  and  there  is  even 
left  the  leaden  pipe  which  was  used  to 
carry  cold  drinking  water  to  the  bath  The 


Then.  In  the  18th  century,  Bath  became 
a fashionable  rendevous  under  the  almost 
imperial  Influence  of  Beau  Nash  This  fa- 


After  that  Bath  relapsed  Into  the  seren- 
ity of  a prosperous  provincial  city  But  no 
city  has  been  richer  in  Its  store  of  contacts 
with  notable  men  and  women,  especially 
those  connected  with  English  literature 
and  art.  Gainsborough.  8mollett.  Sheri- 
dan, Jane  Austen.  Dickens,  Thackeray  and 
Meredith  are  a few  who  Itved  and  worked 
In  the  city. 

Of  Bath’s  outstanding  buildings,  pos- 
sibly the  greatest  beaifty  is  centred  In  the 
Abbey  and  the  greatest  Interest  In  the 
relics  of  the  Roman  occupation. 

The  Abbey  Is  the  last  of  the  great  Per-

LOST  35  POUNDS 

A blond,  six-foot,  handsome  youth, 
Rleffenstahl  now  is  virtually  a human 
skeleton.  He  said  he  had  lost  35  pounds 
during  his  two  months  of  forced  labor  for 
the  Russians. 

The  miners  live  in  barracks,  small 
camps  and  among  the  German  populace, 
the  youth  said.  He  stayed  In  a room  with 
ten  other  men.  Although  they  were  un- 
guarded, they  were  warned  not  to  try  to 
leave.  The  entire  area  Is  blocked  off,  with 
guards  on  all  railroad  stations  and  roads. 

The  miners  are  fairly  well  paid.  Rieffen- 
stahl  said  He  received  400  marks  per 
month,  which  Is  >33  at  the  official  rate  of 
exchange,  or  about  >10  at  the  more  realis- 
tic black  market  rate. 

Food  rations  were  supposedly  somewhat 
higher  than  In  Berlin,  but  oflly  In  theory. 
The  penalty'^for  being  late  to  work  was  a 
50  per  cent  cut  In  rations,  and  since  the 
mines  were  far  from  the  barracks  and  th* 
transport  system  so  poorly  organized,  few 
workers  were  ever  on  tlm^. 


IT  AMBURG,  Germany  <UP>.  — A 22- 
J year-old  German  girl  who  worked 
for  a year  In  Russian -operated 
German  uranium  mines  reports  that  large 
numbers  of  the  miners  are  fleeing  to 
Western  Germany.

The  flabbergasted  Johnston  replied  he 
l?ad  no  Idea  what  would  be  required,  then 
asked  Stalin  why  he  wanted  to  help  the 
United  States  out  of  a depression 
“Well,”  8talln  replied,  "you  have  done 
a favor  for  us  (during  the  war);  why 
shouldn't  I attempt  to  do  a favor  for  you?” 
Johnston  said  8talln  had  at  his  finger- 
tips facts  and  figures  about  American 
economy  and  how  It  compared  with  Soviet 
economy,  but  knew  little  or  nothing  about 
“the  soul  of  America — or  how  Americans 
HUnk” 

STALIN  APOLOGETIC 
Stalin  apologised  for  being  s “rude  o*o 

nan"  during  the  first  half- hour  of  tbetr 


two  and  a half-hour  interview.  Johnston 
said 

"The  time  was  when  I was  pleasant  and 
agreeable,”  Johnston  quoted  Stalin  as  say- 
ing, "but  now  I have  all  the  cares  of  th# 
Soviet  Union  on  my  shoulders. 

"Now  Molotov  here  . . . can  afford  to  be 
pleasant.  I make  all  the  decisions  foe 
him!” 

Johnston  also  recalled  his  last  talk  with 
the  Czecho-Slovak  Foreign  Minister.  Jan 
Masaryk.  In  Prague.  July  12,  1947. 

Masaryk,  fresh  bark  from  Moscow,  told 
Johnston  that  the  Marshall  plan  marked 
a "definite  break  between  the  East  and 
the  West " 

WAR  UNLIKF.LY 

“I  don't  think  It  will  be  permanent," 
Masaryk  said  "The  Russians  don’t  want 
war;  In  fact,  the  whole  history  of  Russia 
is  that  they  have  never  started  a war.  And 
America  has  never  started  a war. 

"America  ought  to  understand  that  the 
only  way  to  treat  the  Ruaslans  is  to  be 
tough  with  them.  America  gives  hi  too 
easily.  If  America  Is  tough  with  Russia, 
I think  Ahe  East  and  the  West  can  get
